He leaves three sons and one 
daughter—Fred, Buck; Jesse, and 
Nellie, all married—and eight grand- 
children. 

He never drank to excess, but was 
fond of an occasional drink of good 
liquor, and brandy was his favorite 
beverage. 

His mother was an enthusiastic 
Methodist and believed in personal 
holiness and the nearness of the sec- 
ond coming. fet 

General Grant’s most intimate 
friend was George W. Childs, of 
Philadelphia, whose house he made 
his home whenever in Philadelphia. 

Among the portraits in George W. 
Childs’ office is one of General Grant 
and the Emperor of China, taken 
seated together and arm in arm. 

As far back as February last he 
wrote to Mr. Childs that whenever he 
took a drink of weiter it felt ‘‘as if hot 
lead was going down his throat.”’ 

Until given over to the government 
all the souvenirs of his European trip 
were at the office of George W. Childs, 
to whose custody he confided them. 

The two greatest ovations of his life 
received by General Grant were those

That 
State has been freely advertised by 
its enterprising people, all over the 
United States. No expense has 
been spared to show up its agricul- 
taral resources. and now they are 
reaping the benefit of the labor and 
money they thus spent. Nevada is 
well-known, but merely asa min- 
eral producing State. The impres- 
sion is wide-spread that our mineral 
resources are our main-stay, and 
that when our minoes are worked 
out we will ass into obscurity. 
This idea must be completely rooted 
out, and there is but one way to do 
it—that is, by givin’ the world a 
fair representation of facts. We 
have resources that are far superior 
to our mining industry, even in its 
palmiest days—resources that are 
practically undeveloped, but which 
will, with proper encouragement, 
bring endless prosperity to our peo- 
ple. We freely admit that we can- 
not produce tropical fruits, croco- 
diles, boa constrictors, yel- 
low fever, earthquakes and 
other luxuries incident to 
a warmer climate, but what we do 
produce will equal, or excel, simi- 
lar products produced in any other 
locality on earth. A complete cat- 
alogue of our productions should be 
carefully prepared, the amount of 
yield per acre, the manoer in which 
the soil is cultivated, and our 
glorious climate, should all be 
written up and brought to the no- 
tice of those in the Far East who 
contemplate migrating to the Pa- 
cific Coast. Such a course of action 
Gs now imperative, and everything 
should be done to aid our Immigra- 
tion Bureau in this work. The 
newspapers of Nevada can gather 
valuable information for the Bu- 
reau, which will materially lesson 
the ‘labor attached to the work. 
Stock men and farmers can furnish 
the most interesting data, and any 
correspondence from them that will 
aid in this great and good work is 
cordially invited. Ifall those who 
are in a position to assist in this 
matter will do their part the work 
will be a complete success, and we 
will then be known as we are, and 
ought to be.

The state Agricultural Board met 
Saturday afternoon to consider, 
among other matters, the advisa- 
bility of purchasing eighty acres of 
land on the north side of the 
Truckee river for the new race track 
and Fair grounds. The meeting 
was presided over by C. C. Pownlng 
and a committee cousisting of 
Messrs. Bailey, Evans,’ Leete and 
Sheriff Flint was appointed to se- 
lect and mnake arrangements for the 
purchase of the land. The location 
selected is on the English Milli 
property and the considerativun $14,- 
000. The Land Company demauded 
$5,000 down and the second pay- 
ment to be made two years hence 
with interest at 8 per cent. per an- 
bum. The committee are satisfied 
with the terms with the exception 
of the ameunt to be paid down, 
They are willing to pay $2,000 
down, but do not feel able to meet 
the $5,000 payment. It will require 
quite an outlay to place the grounds 
in proper shape, and as there is not 
much money in the treasurer's 
hands for them to go on, this Is re- 
ed as a fair proposition and 
will no doubt be accepted, Those 
who understand such matters elaim 
that the ground on the site selected 
is much better adapted for a iace 
track than that where the old track 
is located and that the Fair grounds 
can be made much more attractive. 
The change is universally favored 
«J the citizens of Reno and will 
give general satisfaction. If the 
terms of the committee are accepted 
(and they certainly will be) the 
work of improving the grounds will 
be commeuced as soon as possible, 
and everythiag will be piaced in 
fine shape belore the State Fair 
takes place.

A Suspicious Looking Transaction. 

Tbe California law governing the 
management of the Yosemite Val- 
ley says that there shall be no mo- 
nopoly in the supplying of those 
things which are requisite for the 


accommodation of the public, yet, 
acourding to the San Francisco 
News Letter, the Commissioners 
have turned over to Mesers, Holf- 
man & Kenney, for the sum of 
$1,200 per year, the privilege of 
keeping the only livery stable al- 
lowed in the valley, aud the sole 
right to furnish visitors with saddle 
horses and teams. ‘Tourists are not 
even allowed to bring their own 
horses into the valley. In its fi- 
pau sial aspect, too, the present ar- 
rangement smacks of a gross job, 
continues the News Letter, the pur: 
pose of which is to fleece the public 
and enable the firm in quegtion to 
acquire arapid fortune. Ti rates 
which this firm is allowed tocharge 
have been fixed by the Commis- 
sioners at the maximum figure al- 
lowed by the law; so high, in fact, 
that the firm can clear from $200 to 
$500 per day throughout the season 
of five months. At a low estimate 
the firm makes a profit of from 
$30,000 to $50,000 in the season, and 
as the traffic to the valley is stead- 
ily increasing of course the profits 
are inceasing. This profit is pre- 
posterously out of proportion; in- 
deed it may be truthfully designated 
highway robbery. The whole sys- 
tem is wrong. 

Heavy Lifters. 

A lifting contest took place iu 
Virginia between two herculean 
miners, one of whom won the con- 
test by lifting 800 pounds. Carson 
people regard thie as no lift at all, 
and areready to produce the man 
who can pick up this 800 pounds 
and the maa who lifted italso. Reno 


has not paid much attention to the 
lifting business, but th-re isa man 
here whom it is believed can walk 
off with all the pounds that the 
Virginia and Carson man can both 
lift. He bas never tried to make a 
heavy lift,consequently bis strength 
is an unknown quintity. Some 
years ago when he was a resident 
of San Francisco an establishment 
that dealt in second-hand goods 
took fire, and being near the scene 
of the couflagratio: be rushed in to 
save what he could from the flames.

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An Experiment. 

The railroad company concluded 
to try an experiment last Fall in 
Spring Valley, about ten miles 
from Reno, and plantedsome Win- 
ter grain to determiue whether the 


land could be made to produce this 
kind of a crop without irrigation. 
At the present time the grain is 
looking remarkably well, but it bas 
had everything io ite favor. If, 
however, the experiment proves 
successful, there is a great amount 
of land in that vicinity that will 
become very valuable and a fine 
farming district opened up. A fine 
ditch covers this land, but the cost 
of ore is so heavy that the 
ground cannot be tilled profitably. 
Tbe soil is said to be excellent, and 
if the Winter grain venture does 
not pan out, it would be well to 
bore an experiment artesian well.
